WASHINGTON — The special 
counsel, Robert Mueller, an- 
nounced charges Monday against 
three advisers to President 
Trump’s campaign and laid out 
the most explicit evidence to date 
that his campaign was eager to co- 
ordinate with the Russian govern- 
ment to damage his rival, Hillary 
Clinton.

Embattled ex-mayor 
back to face incumbent

LAWRENCE — On a recent Friday eve- 
ning, Mayor Daniel Rivera and dozens of 
supporters descended on Lawrence and 
Park streets, targeting a busy intersection 
in an attempt to show the strength of 
their campaign. 

But his opponent and political nemesis 
had already left his mark there, as reflect- 
ed in his popularity among the bodega 
owners, whom he claims to know person- 
ally, and in campaign signs inviting voters 
to contact him directly. 

“Democrat Lantigua for Mayor,” they 
read, followed by his cellphone number. 

That’s right. Willie Lantigua is back. 
Yes, that Willie Lantigua — the former 
state representative and Lawrence mayor 
who presided over one of the state’s poor- 
est cities under chronic clouds of scandal, 
all the while thumbing his nose at oppo- 
nents and the media.

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Deepening case 


shakes credibility

WASHINGTON — The criminal investiga- 
tion President Trump often dismisses as “fake 


news” went from disquieting tremors to a 
full-fledged political earth-

pursue his agenda. 


Trump’s countless tweets about the Russia 


probe — “NO COLLUSION!” he said again 


Monday — suddenly seem more hollow in the 
face of grand jury indictments. His broad de- 


nials of campaign-related misconduct will 


face heightened scrutiny after federal prose- 


cutors revealed a case that is far more in- 

tensely developed than anticipated. 
Former Trump campaign chief Paul 

Manafort and longtime sidekick Rick Gates 


pleaded not guilty in federal court to charges 


of operating a money-laundering scheme 
separate from the campaign. Manafort’s in- 
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lions of dollars through overseas 
shell companies — using the mon- 
ey to buy luxury cars, real estate, 
antique rugs, and expensive 
clothes. Rick Gates, Manafort’s 


longtime associate as well as a 
campaign adviser, was also 
charged and turned himself in. 

But information that could 
prove most politically damaging 
to Trump came an hour later, 
when Mueller announced that 
George Papadopoulos, a former 
foreign policy adviser to the 
Trump campaign, had pleaded 
guilty to lying to the FBI and was 
cooperating with investigators. In 
court documents released Mon- 
day, federal investigators said they 
suspected that Russian intelli- 
gence services had used interme- 
diaries to contact Papadopoulos to 
gain influence with the campaign, 
offering “dirt” on Clinton in April 
2016 in the form of “thousands of 
e-mails.” 

Papadopoulos secretly pleaded 
guilty weeks ago to lying to the 
FBI about those contacts and has 
been cooperating with Mueller’s 
prosecutors for months. 

Monday’s dramatic announce- 
ments capped months of specula- 
tion about which of Trump’s cam- 
paign advisers might be first to be 
charged by Mueller, and they 
seemed to be a sign that the spe- 
cial counsel’s investigation is no- 
where close to complete. 

“There’s a large-scale, ongoing 
investigation of which this case is 
a small part,” Aaron S.J. Zelinsky, 
a prosecutor on Mueller’s team,
